Every street and shop, large and 
small, are displaying the white-sun- 
blue-sky flag, but strangely in many 
Instances without the yellow pennant 
to differentiate it from Chungking's 
fag. 

fh the course of this morning's 
procession school children, labourers 
‘and Chinese police wended their way 
‘along Chungshan Road, Nanking's 
main street, carrying pictures of Mr.

A large picture of Dr. Sun Yat- 
sen placed on a brightly lighted stage 
‘and draped by two Kuomintang flags 
formed the central decorative setting 
for tho simple 20-minutes inauguras 
tion ceremony. 


Public Excluded

Protest to Forelgn Powers

esponsibility. 

“Whatever ‘Japan may attempt do 
in China, the Chinese Go -rment

ritory and until right triumphs over 
might,” the note coneludes—Reuter.

NORWAY’S PLIGHT 
March 27. 


‘While there is every sympathy with Nor~ 
way in its present unfortunate position, 
placed as it is between the upper and nether 
‘millstones of the countries at war, it is de 
voutly to be hoped that the protest which it 
is reported Norway has lodged over alleged 
British infringement of Norwegian territorial 
‘waters, will be replied to in the only man- 
ner which a realistic view of the case de- 
mands, The facts are that Germany is using 
Norwegian waters, not only for the purpose 
‘of evading the British blockade, but also as 
temporary bases from which to emerge to 
‘attack British vessels, and to which to sneak 
back directly they are themselves in danger 
of attack. There is not now the slightest 
doubt that whatever neutrality Norwegian 
waters may theoretically be held to possess 
hhas been infringed by Germany so flagrantly 
that It should no longer be considered as ex- 
isting. That may very well be no fault of 
the Norwegian Government, for its rights 
fare being flouted by a very formidable neigh 
bour, against which it ean hope to secure no 
redress, and most certainly not by force of 
arms. Norway, and the other Scandinavian 
nations, as well as other small neutrals, may 
be compelled to yield before the superior 
strength of Germany. ‘The Allies need not 
and will not do so. It has been rightly 
pointed out by French commentators in 
dealing with the Altmark case that the Nor- 
‘weglan Government has adopted an attitude 
of passive belligerency, in which it, as a 
neutral Power, has accepted such conditions 
of neutrality as the initiative of Germany has 
imposed, and appears at the same time to 
expect the other belligerents to accept the 
fait accompli. That is a position totally at 
‘variance with international law and one with 
which the Allies cannot and will not agree. 
As the “Manchester Guardian” has very 
rightly summed the matter up “we cannot 
sacrifice our own interests or principles that 
fave of moment to us simply that a neutral 
may, at our expense, mollify Germany, who 
is in fact never mollified.". ‘The case ‘could 
not be put plainer than that, and Norway 
has perforce consented to the creation of a 
state of affairs in which the Allies may 
vightly claim that what is sauce for the goose 
is appropriate for the gander. 


German shipping, taking on eargoes of iron 
ore at Narvik, travel well over a thousand 
Iniles through’ the territorial waters of Nor~ 
‘way, hugging the coast and in fact shelter 
ing behind Norwegian skirts. German war 
vessels are known to have used the same 
waters for the purpose of getting to the out 
side world for the purpose of attacking Allied 
shipping, and skulking back in the same man- 
ner ‘when in danger of retaliation. ‘The pie- 
turo of what claims to be a proud invineible 
nation hiding thus behind a. small. cocreed 
neutral is in itselt highly significant. The 
British Government it is stated wil tolerate 
this state of affairs no longer. It is a matter 
for criticlsm that it has endured it so long, 
n determines for the future 

an shipping in the Skager 
Rak and on courses close to the Scandinavian 
coast she is well within her rights. It is 
the height of foolishness to continue to re- 
spect international ‘conventions which are 
being flagrantly broken by the enemy, for to 
do so places the more law abiding’ nation 
ata very definite disadvantage. It is ap- 
parent from the comment which has come 
fo hand that it is not the intention of the 
British Government. to adopt a policy of 
ignoring the integrity of Norwegian territorial 
waters, but rather to examine every case 
of German infringement upon its merits and 
to act accordingly. It is with this in view 
that British naval forces have clamped down 
a blockade of the Kattegat, as a result of 
‘which German shipping has either been held 
up, or diverted to avoid capture or destruc- 
ion. For the time being the leakage of iron 

fore into Germany is through the port of 
Narvik. Until the middle of May the Swedish 
port of Lulea at the top of the Gulf of Bothnia 
is fce-bound, but when that port again be- 
comes available a new proposition will arise 
Which will require the attention of the Al- 
lies. The problem there presented is somewhat 
different from that of dealing with the Ger- 
man shipping stealing down the Norwegion 
































coast, but nevertheless should not be wholly 
imeapable of solution. 

‘All this. is written with the keenest 
sympathy for the plight in which the Sean- 
dinavian neutrals find themselves. It is 
realized that they have no particular choice 
in the matter, and could only expect the 
brutal treatment meted out to Poland if they 
dared to take a strong line in defence of 
their interests. In this connection it may 
with justice be pointed out that, if they are 
foreed to submit to the sinking without 
warning of their mereantile vessels, and the 
murder of their crews, it con hardly be 
surprising that they adopt a certain com- 
plaisance with regard to other infringements 
of their unquestionable rights. ‘This the Al- 
lies perfectly well realize. They too are 
fighting for their existence. They cannot 
‘afford to stand idly by while the Reich forces 
by menaces the neutrals to play the German 
game. The responsibility for whatever may 
happen in these neutral waters to German 
shipping rests completely upon the shoulders 
of the German Government. It is they who 
have broken international law, and they can 
no longer expect to be allowed to get away 
with it, ‘The whole ease can be quite brut~ 
ally put. If the Scandinavian neutrals are 
unable to protect their territorial waters 
from misuse by Germany, they cannot expect 
that those nations against whom that misuse 
is being directed should by too scrupulous 
‘a regard for the legal niceties permit them- 
selves to continue at a disadvantage. No 
combattant possessing any intelligence would 
consent to carry on a struggle under such 
limitations, and the expressed. intention of 
the British Government to adopt such a 
view is eagerly awalted. It is to be hoped 
that no great delay will occur before the 
British altitude in this matter is officially: 
made known, and that the war will be pro- 
seeuled energetically against this trae in 
contraband up and down the Scandina 
coosts, in order that the blockade shall be 
rendered more completely effective. It may 
be readily believed that the German Gov- 
ernment will complain, but its conduct of 
hostilities up to the present has been such 
that it is completely out of court, and, when 
thé equities of the matter come to be con- 
sidered, without a single justification for any 
‘complaint they may care to put forward. 





























TRUTH COMES OUT 


‘March 28. 


‘Two very belated stories rete 
scuttling of the German — pocket-buttleship 
‘Admiral Graf Spee, and the German claim 
to have sunk the Ark Royal, Britain's new- 
est aircraft carrier, have each a peculiar 
significance of their own, and the only 
cause for regret is that both of them were 
not published earlier. That is particularly 
true of the allegations concerning the Ark 
Royal, though the falsity of the story was’ 
‘admitted by the Germans when in December 
they stated that a vessel of the Ark Royal 
type was proceeding to Montevideo. ‘That 
was then the only way to get out of the 
muddle caused by the original lie and the 
necessity for admitting it to be such. ‘The 
story of what happened in the Admiral Graf 
‘Spee while in the harbour at Montevideo is 
not only interesting but most important, as 
indicating the moral of the. German navy, 
and the apparent inability of the men (6 
stand up under punishment. ‘The ham 
meting which the three lighter armed 
British vessels inflicted upon the Admiral 
Graf Spee, and the damage done to that 
vessel, left the erew without any stomach 
for more fighting, and, when the captain 
desired to take his ship oul to fight hi 
country’s enemy, all but sixty of the crew 
refused to obey orders.—in other words 
there was a mutiny, and Captain Langsdorf 
was without suficient strength in numbers 
to impose his will upon his crew. During 
four hours of the afternoon of December 16 
the crew was mustered no fewer than eight 
times without effect. They broke ranks and 
shouted in a disorderly manner. They did 
not want to take up the fight again, told the 
captain so in just so many words, and he 
perforce had to bow to their will. The story 
is not without its parallel in German naval 
history for it will be remembered that when 
the German naval command at the end of 
the last war sought to order the fleet out 
for one last fling at the British navy the 
men refused to obey orders and returned to 
port. They realized from previous actions 
‘what awaited them had they met the British 
fleet, just as surely as the men in the Ad- 
miral Graf Spee did after their encounter 
in the southern Atlantic. 

In comparison the behaviour of the men 
on board the Rawalpindi stands out as 
honouring British naval tradition. Despite 
the fact that he was heavily outgunned by 
the German vessels he encountered the 

mander of the armed merchant vessel 
did not hesitate to engage the enemy, even 
though he knew that the loss of his ship 
and the lives of many under him would 
be inevitable. The enemy was near, and 
neither the captain nor his erew had any 
other desire than to follow the British 
tradition of dealing with the enemy wher- 
ever he could be met. This latter marks the 
conduct of men with centuries of sea his- 
tory behind them; the former is clear proof 
that the Germans were not, and still are not, 















































seafaring race when it comes to warfare 





‘The conduct of the German crew, however, 
still does not explain the decision’ to scuttle 
the ship. There was no real necessity for 
doing s0, for she could have been interned 
until the end of the war, when if Germany 
had proved successful she would return to 
her home port, while if she had fallen to the 
vielorious Allies, her performances clearly 
show that she would have been of no more 
value than the serap iron to which she would 
undoubtedly have been reduced. It was the 
uncertainty of victory, and the positive fear 
of defeat that led to Herr Hitler's decision 
to seuttle the German vessel, and Captain 
Lansdorf will go down fn history as aman 
betrayed alike by his erew and his leader. 
‘The story of the end of this vessel in which 
the Germans had such great pride is only 
redeemed by the behaviour of Captain 
Langsdorf who preferred death in honour 
than to continue his existence in the 
ignominy which had been forced upon him. 
British traditions are so different as the ex- 
ploits of Sir Richard Grenville against the 
overwhelming might of the Spanish flect and 
the discipline which the men in the 
Birkenhead met their deaths as that vessel 
‘sank so clearly demonstrate. 

‘The story of the German air attack on the 
‘Ark Royal shows that a German machine did 
launch a 1,000 Ib, bomb at the aircraft 
carrier, missing her bows by about fifteen 
feet, and doing no more damage than the 
breaking of a few pieces of crockery, a torn 
helm, and slightly twisted bows. She was 
also ' attacked with torpedoes which she 
managed to evade, while the U-boat which 
attacked her was sunk by destroyers and 
some of her crew rescued. After that she 
was sent out in search of the Admiral Graf 
Spee, played a great part in the interception 
of three valuable German merchant ships 
and reconnoitred five million square miles 
fof ocean from the torrid zone of the equator 
to the frigid climate of the extreme north. 
Obviously the damage which was done to 
her was of no great Importance for other- 
wise she could not have kept the seas for 
nearly three months before going home for 
refit. Thus the story of the American naval 
attache that he had lunched on the Ark 
Royal, afler the German allegations that she 
hhad been sunk, has been proved to be truc, 
and the German propaganda machine proved 
to be the fabricator of untruths which it Is 
now well recognized to be. It isa note- 
worthy fact that for some weeks now the 
Germans have refrained from claiming the 
destruction of British war vessels. Some 
claims were made to that effect during the 
latest raid on Scapa Flow, but those were 
‘easily proved to be untrue. The fact is that 
Dr. Goebbels has sunk so many units 
of the British navy in his mind already that 
he runs the risk of contradicting himself if 
he claims many more. Either that or he 
will have to resurrect some of those he 
has already claimed to have been sunk. for 
the specific purpose of claiming their des- 
truction again, And so the merry game 
ocx on, in an endeavour to delude the Gi 
‘man masses with dreams of victory. It may 
be still some time before the scheme becomes 
threadbare, but it will ultimately do so, and, 
when the bitter day of disillusionment 
comes, the re in Germany may con- 
































fidently be expected to be tremendous. A 
‘moral which can only be maintained’ by 
fictitious stories of successes Is no moral 





at all, but merely a fool's paradise. 








S.M.C, FINANCES

‘The Shanghai Municlpal Couneit's treasur- 
er has made a report on ordinary income 
and expenditure which makes gloomy enoush 
reading, clearly pointing out the urgent 
necessity for the increases in the rates 
which have been proposed, as well as the 
surcharges on licence and market fees. But, 
{in considering them, it must always be borne 
in mind that, had it not been for the collapse 
in exchange, last year’s budget would have 
becn balanced, with every prospect of this 
year's following suit. The advent of the 
‘Sino-Japanese hostilities and the consequent 
deterioration in the value of the Chinese 
dollar, together with the later adverse effects 
of the outbreak of war in Europe are wholly 
responsible for the predicament in which 
Shanghai finds itself. It is hoped that this 
will be but a passing phase, and that, in. the 
not too distant future, conditions of ‘greater 
stability will be brought about, without 
which it will prove increasingly diMcult for 
this port to carry on, Of late there has been 
a great dei! of irrational criticism of the 
poticy of the Council, including allegation: 
of extravagance, much of which is wholly 
‘unjustified as requiring of the Counell a de- 
‘Rrce of omniscience which cannot be expected 
of the ordinary man in the conduct of his 
‘own business. - Thus when the ratepayer 
faced with the information that the ordinary 
income of the International Settlement will. 
it is estimated, be in the neighbourhood of 
$41,800,000 this year, the figure appears in- 
deed imposing, but when it ix realized tha 
this figure represents no more than £697,000 
the picture presented is considerably differ 
lent. It ean be said without the slightest 
hesitation that the administration of this 
great city, costing no more than that sum. 
cannot with justice be accused of extravar- 
































ance, for assuming the population of the 
International Settlement to be about 3,000, 
000, it is seen that the cast of administerin 
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its affairs amounts to no greater a sum than 
S14. per caput per annum. 

‘The Treasurer's statement refers to the 
Increasing cost of pension and other retire 
‘ment benefits which make the alarming jump 
in the estimate from $1,608,930 in the 1939 
budget to an estimated $5,810,140 this year, 
‘an increase of over $4,205,000. It is to be 
expected that this will arouse considerable 
indignation, but here again it must be re~ 
membered ‘that Shanghal is the victim of 
circumstances completely beyond its control. 
Furthermore, it should not be forgotten that 
had exchange remained what it was in those 
days, about twenty years ago, when the prin- 
ciple upon which pensions ‘and retirement 
benefits are based were established, there 
‘would now be no cause for complaint. Had 
the value of the dollar been enhanced, those 
responsible for the scheme would undoubted~ 
ly have been praised for their sapience, for 
ensuring that municipal employees on retire~ 
ment were well looked after at no great cost 
to the municipality. But the value of the 
Chinese dollar in relation to foreign curren 
cies steadily deteriorated until the catastro- 
phic falls of the past two years, ‘Those were 
contingencies which were not to be expected, 
‘and to seck to blame the present Council for 
them is neither reasonable nor just. There 
may be something for the contention that 
matters standing where they are some read- 
justment of the pensions and retirement 
benefits scheme should be undertaken, but 
sight should not be lost of the fart’ that 
much of the outlay under this heading is the 
result of contracts entered into between the 
Municipal Council and its former employees, 
which cannot now be subject to unilateral 
adjustment. Whether an attractive scheme 
for the future can be devised to make the 
drain upon the ratepayers’ pockets less 
severe is undoubtedly worth investigation, 
though it is to be doubted whether an ade- 
quate scheme ensuring protection for the 
municipal servant on his retirement can be 
operated very much cheaper than it is at 
present, Extra-departmental expenditure, 
estimated this year at $1,137,800 as com- 
pared with $166,530 of last year, an increa 
of approximately 600 per cent. seems to 1 
quire rather more explanation than the 
serious decline in the value of the Chinese 
dollar in relation to foreign currencies, for 
the dollar is not yet one-seventh the value 
it was a year ago, leaving room for the opin 
fon that there has been an actual and not 
relative increase in expenditure under this 
heading. 

Throughout the various departmental re- 
ports which have been issued during past 
weeks, it has been apparent that the Muni 
cipal Council has been doing its utmost to 
meet the unparalleled situation in the cheap- 
est_manner possible. ‘That it has not stic- 
eceded to a greater extent than it has Js to 
be regretted, but it must be within the 
common experience of every resident in 
Shanghai that the conditions which prevail 
cannot wholly be met by greater economy. 
Slashed to the bone as all estimates appear 
to be, with the work of maintenance of 
municipal properties vedueed to minimum 
limits, it is quite clear that much further 
economy cannot be achieved without running 
the serious risk of impairing the efficiency of 
the service. There must be some uneasiness 
concerning the reports of drastic reductio 
in the Municipal service, lest too much 
economy become in itself ‘an extravagance, 
‘The departure of several men from the Pub- 
lie Works Department in particular raises 
the question whether the services of these 
experienced men can be dispensed with, with= 
out damage to the service as a whole. If 

* can, then the question must naturally 

to why it ever came about that 

they were originally employed. It may be 
at they can be replaced with cheaper 
Jabour, asain because of conditions which 
did not exist two years ago, If they ean and If 
that Iabour is just as efficient as that of the 
men who are being dropped, so well and 
ood: if it fs not, Shanghal must suffer in.

TIGHTENING THE BLOCKADE 
March 30. 

The determination of the Allies to enforce 
the blockade of G to the areatest pos= 
sible extent is being demonstrated by the 
ner in which the activities of their 

ies wre being spread throughout the 
world, and the prosecution of blockade mn 
sures in the wy show that they 
intend to leave no of supply open 
for Germany. It is likely that as the months 
progress even greater efforts will be made in 
the Pacific to make sure that whatever re- 
lief reaches Germany through the Siberian 
back door will bir reduced to a minimum, 
It is clear from the evidence which is al- 
ready availaiile that Russia has been makin 
purchases of caw materials to be used chiefly 
in the prosecution of war, solely on behalt 










































of Germany. which Russia had 


‘Metals 
never before bought from the United States 
hhave in recent months been purchased in 


surprisingly large quantities. It may be that 
Russia will claim that these have been 
wendered necessary by the wastage caused 
by her campaign against the Finns, but as 
Moscow did not have to purchase such goods 
for the purpose of originally building up 
her armaments, the only conclusion to be 
reached is that while she might be self 
sufficient for her own purposes, when 

comes to supplying Germany with much 
needed raw material it has to be bought 


elsewhere, and despite the fact that freight 
‘across the Pacific and haulage weross Siberia 
adds very appreciably to the cost, the fact 
is that Germany's needs are so great that she 
hi 


perforce to pay exceptionally heavily 
‘them. What Russia hopes to make out 
of this traMe for herself is undoubtedly an= 
other matter, but the chances are that the 
activities of ‘the Allied naval units in the 
Pacific will have the effect of ultimately 
putting an end to this trae. Obviously 
while both Russia and Germany would have 
to pay cash in the United States for their 
reguirements, the effective stopping of this 
traMc to Germany strikes two blows 
simultancously. 

Germany loses her purchase money in the 
United States, and her cargoes at sea, and 
as that has been the ease ever since the 
commencement of the war, the effect of the 
Allied blockade must already have been con- 
siderable. It has been claimed that because 
of the consideration which the Allies have 
been giving neutral countries abutting on 
Germany, considerable quantities of material 
have been getting into Germany. That the 
Allies are determined shall ccase, for it is 
‘apparent that the neutrals engaged in this 
trade are in fact departing from their neu- 
twalily, and are assisting Germany in a man- 
ner which the Allies cannot and will not 
tolerate. If and when the tightening of the 
Dlockade comes more fully into force, it is 
o be expected that the neutrals will protest 
most vigorously, for they will be deprived 
what after all is a very profitable line of 
business for themselves. It is not difficult 
for the Allies (0 determine precisely what 
are the needs of a neutral with regard to 
those: goods which have been declared con~ 
tvaband of war, Obviously if it Imports 
more than it has done on the average during 
recent years the deduction must be that all 
excess Is in fat destined for Germany. 
Control over this can be exercised, and the 
neutral not deprived of such goods as are 
necessiry to il, and while there may be 
some hardship ‘arising out of the detention 
and delay of vessels, there riced be no de- 
privation of goods which the neutral has 
every right to import. In this connection a 
general improvement of the blockade in the 
Near East may also be expected in the not 
too distant future. What the Allies will do 
to large supplies of oll. reaching Germany 
across the Black Soa and up the Danube 
remains to be seen, but the traffic can be 
stopped arid undoubtedly will be when it 
suits the Allied purpose to do so. ‘The pre~ 
sence of large Allied forees in the Near East 
fare ample guarantee that this ean be done 
when it is deemed advisable, and though the 
blockade in this war is more dificult to carry 
out than it was twenty-five years ago, the 
Allies have the necessary strength to make 
it ultimatoty .complete. 

‘The diMcully of maintaining the blockade 
as offectively as it was during the last war 
is due to two important factors, the first be- 
ing that with Russia friendly’ to Germany 
the task of economically encircling Germany 
is rendered all the harder, while the second

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A WELCOME SPEECH 
April 1. 

‘As was to be expected the speech, which 
‘Sir Robert Craigie, British Ambassador to 
Japan, made recently in Tokyo, has raised 
considerable criticism, not only from Liberal 
opinion in Britain, ‘but also amongst the 
isolationists in the United States. ‘That 
ism is based upon purely doctrinaire 
considerations, and fails completely to take 
into full account the realities of the situation. 
‘Thus there is glib talk of Britain preparing 
to put over a Far Eastern Munich, on the 
Part of those who condemned Mr. Chamber- 
lain for making that pact with Herr Hitler 
in an endeavour to save the peace of 
Europe, and likewise condemned him when 
developments between Germany and Poland 
forced him to take up arms in the honouring. 
of his government's commitments to the 
Poles. There is, unfortunately, a type of 
opinion in some countries which’ holds to the 
idea that it does not matter what policy 
Great Britain follows: it must always be 
wrong. Sir Robert Craigie in kis speech 
declared that there was room for satistac- 
tion in the thought that the innate good 
sense of the two nations, reflected in the 
wisdom of their Governments, which had 
prevented animosities of the moment from 
hardening into deep-seated resentments or 
permanent estrangements. It is a fortunate 
thing that, prior to the commencement of the 
European war, British policy took a realistic 
line which prevented the diplomatic situa 
tion in the Far East, already in a serious 
condition, from further deteriorating. In- 
‘stead many diMeult corners have been turned 
and some thorny problems disposed of, and 
@ better understanding effected between two 
nations which ought never to have become 
estranged to the degree that they did. ‘The 
comment of the “News Chronicle” is by no 
‘means convineing. Mr. Winston Churchill in 
@ broadcast speech on Saturday puts the 
situation much better. 

“At the outbreak of war,” he said, “we did 
ot know that Italy would not be our enemy. 
We could not be sure that Japan would not 
also be our enemy. Many people had hopes 
that Russia ‘would reenter the comity of 
nations ond help shield the working folk all 
over the world, from Nazi aggression. How- 
fever none of these things, good or bad, has 
happened, We have no “quarrel with’ the 
Malian or Japanese people, We have tried 
and shall try our best to live on good terms 
with them. 

A clearer endorsement of Sir Robert's 
address in Tokyo, from so important a mem- 
ber of the British Government could not be 
desired, and it affords ample and_ satis 
factory’ evidence that the British Govern- 
ment is viewing its policy with complete 
reallsm, facing the very apparent facts of 
‘a highly complex situation, There are some 
people who appear to believe that having 
resorted to war against the Nazis, as if that 
in itself were not enough, it is the bounden 
duty of Great Britain to go round with a 
chip on its shoulder inviting trouble from 
all comers. It may be safely assumed that 
its French Ally would regard any such policy 
with the gravest possible alarm, realizing as 
it must that the first duty the Allics have 
before them is to defeat the Nazis. That 
‘obviously cannot be done if the Allics are 
to disperse their concentrations in various 
parts of the world, and seck to create new 
problems, all the more difficult of solution 
Because of present preoccupations. In con= 
sidering developments in the Far East it has 
always (o be remembered that when the 
European war has been fought by the Allies 
to that successful conclusion for which they 
confidently hope, there will be an opportun= 
ity for endeavouring to settle problems in 
all parts of the world. That, however, will 
bbe impossible if, in the meantime, present 
resentments are stimulated and fostered. 
Whatever opinions may be held as to the 
propriety of the Japanese adventure inte 
China and its ultimate outcome, there can 
be no ‘gainsaying the fact that a strong 
Japan is essential to the peace and well- 
being of the Far East, where developments 
in Europe clearly show Russia still re- 
mains the predominant peril. Let there be 
no mistake about it: Japan is the present 
bulwark against the spread of Communism 
in the Far East. 

Japan engaged with any other great 
Power in warfare would be in no position 
to thwart the very apparent designs which 
the Soviet has consistently had upon the 
Fer East. ‘The imperialistic aims of the 
Soviet would comparatively easily find ful- 
Ailment, and the world would see a vast Nazi- 
Communistic hegemony stretching from the 
North Sea to embrace the whole of Asia. 
Seeing that now there is so little difference 
between the two ideologies that they are in 
fact one and the same, it would amount to 
the most serious blow the civilization of the 
world could possibly suffer. It is to avert 
such a dread possibility that the only policies 
which can be followed with any degree of 
safety are policies of realism, in which the 
bare and ugly facts are faced, and every 
precaution taken against any such develop- 
ments as are clearly possible, and in certain 
events undoubtedly probable. There is 
nothing in what Sir Robert or Mr. Churchill 
said to justify the beliefs that any such 
sacrifice as that made at Munich is being 
contemplated by the British Government. 
That Idea appears to prevail in the minds 
of those who are so complacently  certai 





















































that they and they alone fully understand 
the duty of Great Britain. ‘The whole world 
situation demands that very  long-sighted 
views should be taken even of the nearest 
developments. The problems with which the 
world is faced are not capable of readymade 
solutions, and the way to deal with them 
demands the utmost care and caution. ‘Those 
who favour the maintenance of an unstable 
atmosphere in the Far East, and oppose 
attempls to reach better understandings, 
whether they realize it or not, are supporting 
policies which can only lead to disaster, the 
disaster of the spread of the world revol- 
ution upon which the Bolsheviks still set their 
hearts. Remedies for existing evils are not. 
to be found in exacerbating past and present 
resentments, and it is only a policy, which is 
designed to'maintain as complete an under= 
standing all round as possible, which is 
at all likely to avert the very real dangerr 
set out above. : 








S.M.C, ELECTION 
April 2. 


‘The announcement that the Japanese 
Election Committee proposes to put forward 
five Japanese candidates for election to the 
‘Shanghai Municipal Council will make this 
year's election the most important one ever 
held in the history of Shanghai, The 
straight issue is being put before the rate- 
payers of Shanghai as to whether the 
Japanese through an increase of their own 
humbers and the influence they may be able 
to bring to bear upon the Chinese members. 
shall secure complete control of the’ Muni- 
‘cipal Administration. For many years past 
there has been agreement amongst the three 
principal foreign communities in Shanghai 
that the foreign members of the Council shall 
consist of five British, two American and 
{wo Japanese. In recent times, because of the 
growth of the number of Japanese residents 
in Shanghai, there have been demands that 
the Japanese representation shall be in- 
ereased. Such a movement was to be 
noticed last year when there was much 
discussion as to whether the Japanese would 
ut up at least one more candidate, but 
fortunately the matter was held over until 
‘a later date. With the nomination of five 
candidates for election, the position with which 
the ratepayers will be faced on election day is. 
that they will have to select their Council 
from amongst twelve candidates. It must 
be stated at the outset that there can be no 
question as to the right of the Japanese to 
Ut up as many candidates as they choose. 
‘There is nothing whatever to suggest that 
they cannot do so, and the fact has to be 
faced that they are making a determined 
‘attempt to secure what they consider to be} 
thelr due as numerically the largest foreign 
community: in the International Sottlement, 
Should the Japanese succeed in electing all 
their candidates the position would be that 
the present international complexion of the 
Municipal Council would be very consider 
ably altered, and in this connection’ it is 
{interesting to note that Mr. Yukicht Hayashi, 
chairman of the Japanese Election Com 
mittee, speaks of this present development 
‘as a purely transitional one, paving the way 
for the ultimate formation of a council on 
broader international lines. 

‘While it is possible to sympathize with the 
Japanese desire for greater representation 
‘on the Council, the argument that this can 
be completely ‘justified merely by numbers 
is not likely to prove acceptable all round. 
Shanghai has been built up by Occidental 
effort. Tho enormous interests of Britain’ 
and America vastly exceed those of the| 
Japanese, as does also the amount of rates 
they pay, and it is clear that the equity of 
the whole matter cannot, therefore, be 
decided upon the basis of numbers 
alone. ‘The predominance of Occidental 
interests requires that they shall have a 
considerable, though not predominating say, 
which they do not even now possess on 
the Couneit as at present constituted —in the 
administration of the affairs of this Scttie- 
nent, and a complete bouleversement of the 
present situation is not likely to be pro- 
duetive of the best results. It would have 
been preferable if it had been possible to 
arrange matters by negotiation. This docs 
not appear to shave been the case, and it is 
only to be expected that the British and 
American ratepayers, and indeed all those 
who wish to preserve the maintenance of 
the status quo, unlit the question of repre- 
sentation on the Council can be discussed in 
a better. atmosphere, will have to make up 
their minds as to what they will do. ‘They 
will be well advised to sink whatever 
differences they may have on the subject of 
Council affairs, and to see that eyery possible 
vote is polled in support of the Occidental 
candidates, for it is only by voting for 
the five’ British and two American 
candidates only, and no others, that 
there is a chance that the status quo can be 
maintained, Even then the contest will 
prove a close one, for it is only by polling 
practically the whole of the occidental vote 
that it can be hoped to maintain the present 
composition of the Council. The ratepayers 
have the matter in their own hands, and if 
they fail to do their duty as ratepayers they 
cannot hope to escape the consequences of 
the substantial growth in the number of 
Japanese residents,

‘The Japanese Election Committee have 
acted shrewdly in the choice of the men they 
have put forward as candidates. All five 
men are well-known and liked in’ the other 
foreign communities, and in other circum- 
stances would undoubtedly attract consider 
able support. But the Japanese have forced 
the issue, and it is clear that the voting will 
bbe between community and community, in 
what may be a most imposing trial of 
strength, It will be realized that if the 
British and American as well as other rate= 
payers will be strongly urged to vole along 
the lines which are obvious, it will be 
because of no disapproval on personal 
grounds of any one of ‘the Japanese candi- 
dates, for of their complete suitability there 
cannot be the slightest question, The point 
‘which has now become involved is one of 
principle, ‘The British, American and other 
foreign. communities not Japanese, owe it 
a duty to themselves to sce that representa~ 
tion on the Council is in accordance with 
the size and importance of their interests in 
the port. ‘The stake which they have is a 
large one, and while it is not suggested for 

Japanese dominated 
council would willingly adopt any policy 
calculated to harm those interests, a greater 
fecling of security would be created if at 
any rate for the time being those interests 
wore not deprived of the protection 
which the present ratio of representation 
undoubtedly gives them. British and 
American ratepayers have’ a very definite 
Guty before them. There fs no guarantee 
that the three extra seats which the Japanese 
desire to obtain would of necessity be 
wrested only from the British. The American 
position is just as much at stake as is the 
British, and the whole issue now is one as 
to whether the occidentals shall_maintain 
their present representation on the Council, 
for whether it shall become predominantly 
Oriental, ‘The poll will decide that, and it 
{is incumbent upon every voter to see that 
his suffrage is recorded. ‘That the Japanese 
will do so may, with their organization, be 
taken for granted, -

Finland’s Future 


President Kyosti Kallio, in a speech before the 
Finnish Parliament, expressed the determina 
tion of the Finnish’ people to continue to build 
{for the future, and in doing so referred by in- 
ference to the huge task of reconstruction 
which lies ahead of the Finns after the catas- 
trophes of the past few months. It_is indeed 
fortunate that, despite defeat, the Finns have 
been able to save much out of the wreckage of 
‘war. The economic blows which they have en- 
Jdured in the peace treaty are not fatal, and with 
that same energy in peace, which they have 
displayed in war, they may be expected to work 
hard towards the rehabilitation of their m= 
paired fortunes. As they do so they will receive 
the sympathy of the whole world which has 
[deplored the brutal attack made upon them 
‘and admired the stoutness of thelr resistance, 
It has been remarked that, if there is any coun- 
try in the world deserving of the greatest pos- 
sible assistance in its work of rehabilitation, it 
is Finland. The external credit of the Finns is 
[g0od, their reputation for fair dealing establish 
fed beyond question, and, should they necd 
financial assistance from abroad, there should be 
very little diMiculty in getting it. The manner 
In Which the Finns have continued to pay their 
war debis, and the reputation which they have 
thereby established in the United States should 

‘all times ensure for them a sympathetic con-

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Many Hurt in Mill 
Workers Fight 


Shanghai, Mar, 29 

A fierce clash between’ disgruntled 
former workers and thelr successor 
fon the staff of the Foh Shing Flow 
‘Mill, Lane 1005 Chengtu Road, resul- 
ted in about twenty men being injur- 
ed, more ot less seriously, yesterday 
morning on West Soochow Road 
near Tatung Road, About 25 rounds 
‘of pistol ammunition were fred by 
the Settlement Police to end the 
fight, and some of these bullets, 
though not fired point blank, wound= 
ed three of the ex-cooliés and a 
Chinese passer-by, A foreign police~ 
sergeant was seriously injured when 
he was struck on the head with a 
large earthenware Jar ‘by one’ of 
the attacking workmen, 

Recently a “change of contract 
ccoolies at the mill, which is British. 
‘owned, resulted in a number of 
new hands being engaged, and yes 
terday moming nearly sixty of the 
new men were attacked by about 
150 of the former workers and their 
supporters.

Sergeant Woschikoff, dazed by the 
feree assault, fired soveral shots in 
the air from his service pistol and 
later two or three of the Chinese 
constables also fired, although not 
point blank, according to reports.

‘The wounded, in the ranks of the 
new coolies, their assailants and 
the Police, Were taken to the Paulin 
‘and Police Hospitals in four Shang= 
hal Fire Brigade ambulances, “In 
the case of Sergeant Wosehikoft it 
Was necessary to put five surgical 
stitches info his. forehead at the 
Police Hospital. Three of the atlack= 
ing coolies were removed {0 the same 
hospital swifering from bullet wounds, 
fone of them having beon struck in 
the abdomen, the others in the legs. 
Altogether twelve of the newly 
engaged workers had to be taken 
to the Paulun Hospital with various 
injuries inflcted by the disgruntied 
ex-workers. One of the twelve was 
reported yesterday afternoon to. be 
n'a serious condition owing to loss 
of blood, 

Passer-by Wounded 

A casual passer-by, a Chinese bar- 
ber, was hit in the left leg by a stray. 
Duliet. “He also was taken to the 
Paulun Hospital, 

Minor injuries were suffered by a 
number of others involved in. the 
melee, including various policemen, 
It was not found necessary’ to. send 
fany of these 10 hospital, however. 

In addition to those wounded, four 
of the attacking band of coolies’ were 
Jarrested, one of them suffering from 
cuts of the forchead. 

Calm was restored in comparatively 
[short time after the trouble, and the

The estimates of the capital budget for 1940 show that $1,231,500| 
will be required for items relating to constructional projects and 
purchases of plant and equipment. 


‘The Treasurer reported to the Fine 
‘ance Committee meeting on March 18 
that the aclual results of the working 
on the ordinary income and. expendi 
ture account for 1939 disclosed an 
initial defieit on "General account of 
$5,890,102.35 subject to audit. This 
figure'has been reduced by a sum of 
‘$440,101.07 representing the relief to 
the ordinary budget by reason of the 
revision of accounting procedure for 
consumable stores. ‘The remaining, 
deficit” was ‘thus $5,300,940.39. | By 
Uulillzing reserves in partial relict of 
‘the 1939 defllt, a sum of $4,042,728.79 
Js available from Loan ‘Suspense 
Account, in View of the amount of 
$2,325,180 originally ear-marked in 
the 1839 budget. 

‘This adjustment has been effected 
and the balance of the 1999 defielt to 
be carried forward to 1940 is now 
$1,343,611.59, "The proviously estimated 
efit for 1939 on Education” account

‘The continued lack of conservancy 
of the.

anxiety, ‘This question is intimately 
Felated’ to" international shipping | 
interests inthis port and. it. was 
‘satisfactory to learn’a little time ago| 
that arrangements had been eonclud- 
fed with the Japanese authorities here 
for the resumption. of conservancy 
work in the Whangpoo River aad the 
approaches thereof. It will no. doubt, 
be" remembered that "conservancy 
Work Was suspended at the outbreak 
of hostilities in August, "1957, and 
tte, if any, work has’ ‘since ' been 
carfied out,’ This matter is one of 
reat importance to. all. communities 
fn Shanghai, and it is sincerely hoped 
that no unnecessary obstacles » or 
restrictions will be placed in the way 
‘of the Conservancy Board's staff and 
‘raft resuming their normal functions 
fon the River. 

‘Dealing, ‘Shanghai in_partie- 
ular, although there had been some 
relaxation in restrictions during 1099, 
dimeulties were still being encoun- 
fered at the end of the year in the 
‘Yangtszepoo area with its Important 
Industrial commereial and shippi 
interests, thus adding to the dieu 
{Hes connected with labour and tra 
portation. Restrictions regarding per- 
fils were removed last. month and 
the curfew was lifted. Further steps 
‘were taken towards opening up Nan- 
tao inthe beginning of 1040. In 
other areas of Shanghai existing re- 
Strietions remain unchanged, however, 
‘and a return of confidence ‘would be 
iereatly expedited if the whole di 
{riet were thrown open to the froe 
fand unrestricted “movement of per= 
Sons and merchandise and the proper 
Munieipat authorities wero permitied 
{9 carry on. their normal’ routine. 
‘The mitigation of restrictions imposed 
in these ‘areas will also serve to re- 
eve the serious congestion existing 
la the International: Settlement and 
French Concession. 


"Badlands" 

‘The continued existence of the 
“badiands” in the Western Extra 
Seitlement area gave the Municipal 
authorities cause for grave concern 
‘and their aimeulties were greatly in- 
creased by the assumption of partial 
control. over the area, includ 
Shanghai Municipal “Cotineil roads, 
by the police of the Shanghai City’ 
Government, whose co-operation with 
the Settlement authorities was in- 
effective in curbing the activities of| 
lawless elements in the area. As the 
result of lengthy negotiations between 
Fepresentatives” of the Shanghal 
Municipal Counc’ and the Shanghat 

ity Government, an, agreement. on 
the’ policing of the “outside roads" 
areas was skined ‘by the Chairman 
of the Shanghai Municipal Council, 
‘nd the Mayor of the Shanghai Spe- 
clal Municipality on February 16 last | 
and it is hoped that the agreement 
will Iead to a better understanding 
Kenerally between the ‘two Admint= 
rations concerned, A further agree 
‘ment was signed ioter between the| 
Chairman of the Shanghai Municipal] 
Couneil “and the Japanese Consul 
General in Shanghai regarding the| 
policing of areas North of Soochow 
Creek, 

‘On the whole, the year 1939 passed 
‘off for ‘Shanghai as ‘satisfactorily as| 
could be expected in the circum:

‘The report deals with the prineipal 
matters which have occupied the 
attention of your Committee during 
the past year. 

Restrictions Imposed ag the result 
‘of Sino-Japanese. hostilities. continue 
to render touring in the interior of 
China impracticable. Considerable 
‘areas of the provinces adjacent to 
Shanghai have for some time been 
far removed from the scene of hostili- 
ties, but the all embracing term 
“mititary necessity" makes inland 
travel out of the question for the time 
‘being. In addition to the restrictions 
T have just mentioned, the condition 
of motor roads renders travel in 
comfort over them impossible until 
‘extensive repair work has been com= 
pleted. ‘The Club has not yet found 
it possible to make a survey of road 
conditions, but from information re- 
ceived, road beds have had time to 
settle and harden in the past two and 
a half years and the necessary sur- 
facing should not be a very long job 
‘once the roads are opened to free pas- 
sage of trame and funds become 
available for the purpose, 


‘The presence of roving irregulars 
and bandits may be expected for 
time, but these will automatically be 
cleared as the roads come into use. 
‘The quickest way to make the reads 
usable once more to a normal extent 
fs to take away restrictions and per- 
mit free movement of trafle over 
them. Many of you will recall the 
fears expressed by some people, when 
the roads were first opened up, re~ 
garding the danger to be expected 
from motoring far afteld. Actually T 
do not think a single caso of inter- 
ference by bandits occurred on any 
‘of the ronds communicating with 
‘Shanghai, and what was probably 
‘more surprising was the small amount 
fof urief experienced as the result of 
breakdowns and accidents. 


Burma Road 


‘The Club was able to render a good 
deal of assistance to interested mem~ 
bers In connection with the Burma- 
Kunming-Chungking highway, also in 
‘connection with motor roads in Indo- 
China connecting with ronds in China 
proper, We possess an excellent road 
map of that area which is available, 
for reference by members interested. 

‘The main activities of the club 
during the year were connected with 
touring and purchase of automobiles 
abroad, “An increasing number of 
members are purchasing cars, whilst 
‘on home leave and the club is able 
to give them considerable assistance 
in obtaining visas, driving licences, 
ete, and in. oblaining Triptyques and 
Customs Carnets. “Upwards of 75 
mombers {ook advantage of these 
facilities, In this connection I would 
remind you that the club has a re- 
ciprocal arrangement with the Au- 
tomobile Association of America 
whereby the deposit required in that 
country for triptyques or customs 
carnots may be made by this elub, 
thus avoiding the necessity of mem: 
bers having {0 make the arrangements 
in America, 

As: reyards Shanghai, trame condi- 
tions continue to be most unsatisf 
tory in both the Settlement and 
Concession, and until existing, con~ 
gestion is ‘eased by the unrestricted 
‘opening up of the Chapel, Yangtsze- 
‘poo, Nantao and the Native City, 
little improvement can be expected. 
‘There has been a rapid deterioration 
in conditions on Western Extra- 

* Settlement oads, where trame has 
now. increased" immeasurably in 
volume and in the variety of types of 
vehicles using them. — Man-handled 
vehleles are to be found wandering, 
frequently out of control, and over 
the centre of the roud, amd, apporent- 
ly. due to existing duai policing, 
nothing seems to be done to bring 
about any ‘vestige of discipline 
amongst rond users. 

Perhaps when the modus vivendi 
which was recently signed has been 
translated into something conerete we 
may see some improvement. In the 
‘meantime it is a case of everyone for 
themselves, including, ears, buses, 
handearts, trucks, rickshaws, bieyeles, 
‘and of eourse pedestrians.

Record Bible Sales 


In China 


Shanghai, Mar. 28. 

Nearly four million copies of the! 
Scriptures were distributed last 
year throughout China by the China, 
Bible House of the British and For- 
‘cig Bible Society and the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, This fact was| 
revealed at the annual meeting of| 
the Shanghai Auxiliary. of that body, 
whieh was held in the Union Chur 
hall yesterday evening, Also reveal- 
‘ed was the fact that during the same: 
Year the Bible House sold  more| 
Bibles and Testaments than ever| 
before and that it was distributing 
copies in thirty different languages, 

‘This information was contained in| 
the annual report for the past year| 
Of the Bible House which was given| 
by the Rev. W, H, Hudspeth during| 
the meeting, “Sit Robert Calder| 
Marshall presided and he was sup-| 
ported by Bishop W. P, Roberts and 
the Rev. P. C, Matihews, 

Dealing with the statistics for! 
1999, ‘Mr, Hudspeth stated that, half 
@ million more copies of the Scrip- 
tures were circulated than in 1935, 
During every minute of the past 
year the Bible House had circulated 
Jn China seven copies of the Scrip~ 
tures, “That is ‘something which 
may hearten usin hese days when 
we are faced with such adverse| 
circumstances,” he said. “In Shang~ 
hal every day of the last year we 
sold across the counter 82 copies 
of either the Bible or the Testament, 

‘Thirty Languages 

In an interesting reference to the 
distribution from Shanghai, Mr, 
Hudspeth told his listeners that. 8,000 
copies of the Bible and Testament 
Were sold in Shanghai in the Eng- 
lish” languaxe, In addition there 
‘were 3,000 copies in Russian, 2,500 
in German (chiefly due to the influx 
of refugees from Germany), and. 
1,000 copies in the Japanese langu- 
aie, No less than thirty different 
Tanguages were being used, 

In conclusion he paid a tribute to 
the noble work of the missionaries | 
In the interior, the Chinese pastors, 
Chinese evangelists and paid and 
unpaid colportenteurs. “would 
like to express on behalf of the 
Bible House our appreciation of all 
the work that this army of workers 
has done 10 assist us in the dis- 
tribution of large a number. of 
scriptures," he continued, 

In a short specch Sir Robert Calder 
Marshall referred to the China Bible 
House report for 1939 and a small 
volume issued in the same year by 
the Bible House, London, ‘entitled 
“For Wayfaring’ Men,” No one, he| 
said, could fail to be impressed by 
doth reports, He paid a tribute 10 
the work of the ‘colportours, who| 
were literally carrying their lives. in 
their hands in the present unsettled 
conditions in China.

Mr. Garfleld Huang, founder and 
jgeneral secretary of the National 
Anti-Opium Association, who has 
‘been rendering important service in 
the eld of social reform in China 
for the past fifteen years, died in 
Shanghai on Mar, 24. His work was 
‘50 successful that several. hundred 
branch societies of the Anti-Opium

the country. As a result, the Na-

Enquiry Into the Cost of 
Feeding Gaol Prisoners 


Whilst the preliminary estimate. of 
‘the cost of feeding Chinese prisoners 
In the Municipal. Gaol in 1940 was 
$79,000 per month, the actual cost 
from January 1 has showed a steady 
increase above this figure and is 
now estimated to reach the very 
high gure of not less than $135,000 
per month. Eyen assuming — that 
there will be no increase in present 
food prices, the cost of prisoners’ 
food for the current year. will be 
oughly $1,600,000, or $600,000 in 
excess of ihe preliminary Budget 
provision. The 1940. appropriation 
thus now involves an increase of 
roughly $1,170,000 on the 1939 
‘appropriation, 

In view of this very heavy burden 
‘on the Budget, the Couneli deemed 
‘an enquiry necessary into the gaol 
Sictary. ‘This enquiry was under 
taken by three members of the 
Watch Committce supplemented by 
a Chinese doctor, who sat with 
Departmental. representatives includ 
ing experts of the Public Health 
Department. ‘The Special Committee 
members were Messrs. RG. Mac- 
Donald, F. §. Hsu, W. J. Lee and Dr. 
Harvey N. Zee. 

‘The Committee examined the past! 
history of the establishment of the 
Gaol dietary. It was noted that] 
previous atiempis to. curtail the 
Gietary had been opposed on the 
medical grounds that such curtail 
ment would result in an increase 
fof sickness and mortality among. 
prisoners in the gaol. 

‘The existing diet tables were sub- 
‘mitted in detail to the Committee and 
‘cognizance was taken of the fact that| 
these had been drawn up on scientific 
lines by the Public Health Depart~ 
ment, with due regard to the| 
‘established standards as to a sul 
Cleney of calories to constitute an 
adequate diet. ‘The dicts are in the 
three categories of “full,” “medium” 
and “low,” being varied according as| 
to whether or not the convict is] 
employed, is under doctor's observa 
tion, or is incurring punishment. 
A “special” diet is received by TD. 
‘and other sick convicts. 

In examining the matter, regard 
was also paid to the incidence of 
disease inthe gaol and the death 
rate. 

It was stated to be the aim of the 
Committee to attempt to reconcile 
the diet needs of the prisoners with 
the necessity in the interests of the 
ratepayers to conserve | municipal 
‘expenditure as far as possible. 

‘The Committee was assured that 
there was no waste whatsoever in 
feeding at the gaol. ‘The vorious| 
articles of food constituted in the 
‘diet are publicly ‘tendered for and 
invariably the lowest tender is ac~ 
‘cepted, the rice now used at the ga‘ 
being cheap, unpolished rice. 

Every item of the gaol dietary was 
carefully scrutinized by members of 
the Committee with a view to ascer~ 
taining whether q reduetion could be 
‘effected. 

‘The Committee's nding, which has 
been adopted by the Council, is that 
during an experimental period of 
[three months a reduction in the 
quantity of rice furnished in the diet 
should be effected, rice being the 
largest item in the’ dict.

Beggar Relief 


‘The Council hus taken the initiative 
and is promoting a major relief pro- 
ject to deal comprehensively with the 
beggar problem in the Settlement, 
‘The problem has received the con- 
sideration of the members of the 
Watch “Committee and. the Council 
since the commencement of this win- 
ter; the Couneil's attention having. 
been specially directed to it by reason 
Jof the aggravation of the problem 
Jdue o the refugee influx and the 
nereased number of deaths of 
destitutes in the streets as a result of 
‘the sudden cold spell, 

‘AS to the considerable cost of! 
Jfnancing the scheme and the work 
of actually caring for the beggars, 
‘the Counell is making it very cleat 
‘that municipal funds are not avail- 
fable and cannot as a matter of policy 
bbe employed for the purpose of such 
form of poor relief, ‘except. perhaps 
to the limited extent of a contributory 
/grant-in-aid in recognition of the 
policing and public health aspects 
‘of the problem. It was long ago 
‘established by the ratepayers, and laid 
down as a policy to which the Coun- 
cil has consistently adhered, that poor 
relief cannot be admitted ax a charge 
Jon the Council's limited revenues, 
[confined as they are to the restricted 
[sources defined in the Land Regula- 
ions. ‘The cost of beggar relief must 
necessarily, therefore, be borne by 
other than the ordinary income of 
‘the Council and is a charge that must 











faccordingly fall on private and pub- 
ie philanthropy. 
‘Nor, therefore, can the Counell 


establish and finance its own staff oF 
‘department to undertake the "actual 
work of caring for the beggars. This 
Is unnecessary, however, since the 
[Council has approached and has been 
fortunate in obtaining the consent of 
‘The Salvation Army to undertake the 
work of beggar relief on behalf of 
the Settlement. The financial aspect 
of the problem remains, nevertheless ; 
‘since. it will be readily appreciated 
that the existing budget of ‘The Salva- 
tion Army has not been framed to 
include the financing from existent 
for contemplated “Army funds of so 
eigantic a project of public welfare. 
‘The public must, therefore, be relied 
upon to meet this expense ‘in its own 
interest. It is believed that it will 
‘show little hesitaney in doing so, in 
order to meet a problem which s0 
‘closely touches all sections of the 
‘community and which it is in the 
Interest of everyone to solve. The 
fact that the public at present volun- 
tarily contributes considerable moneys 
by direct donations and through the 











tionship of the’ refugee and bengar 
problems, has led the Counell to con- 
sider the possibility of the refugee 
relief organizations being prepared to 
Givert some of their income more 
directly to the care of beggars and 
to the financing of the particular 
scheme here outlined. The possibility 
is under consideration by the refugee 
organizations, 

‘The scheme of beggar rellet which 
the Council has in contemplation may 
now briefly be stated. “All beggars 
found in the streets of the Settlement 
‘would be rounded up by the Police 
‘and delivered to the care of a beggar 
camp operated by “The” Salvation 
‘Army. ‘The Salvation Army” would 
receive all beggars into this camp, 
which would be staffed and operated 
by the Army. Beggars would. be 
compulsorily detained in the camp 
‘until such time as they could be re- 
patrlated under guarantees. ‘The care 
of the beggars by ‘The Salvation 
‘Army would include their —housin 
‘clothing and feeding; the housing in 
volving cheap temporary structures 
of bamboo, matting and mud, or other 
temporary’ materials. ‘The rehabilita- 
tion of “beggars received into the 
‘camp would be achieved by means of 
‘their education, teachers being em- 
ployed on the camp staff, and. by 
giving them employment within the) 
camp. A possible method would be: 
for the beggars to make goods of 
‘commercial value and be permitted 
{to retain what they earn. 

It is to be emphasized that the 
Counci's ultimate object isthe 
economic rehabilitation and repatria- 
tion of the . beggars, The scheme: 
would thus have for its aim not the 
perpetuation of the present large 
body of indigent beggars, by any. 
system of mere pauper relief. The 
Council's hope is, therefore, to. 
‘achieve a progressive diminution in 
the numbers of begnars in the camp, 
85 a result of their gradual repatria-

Is com- 
paratively” unimportant—maybe also 
fo the *Pivot-Boys,” who do not pay 
any Fates, But to 90 per cent. or 
more of Shanghai's populaifon, 
already “groaning under a Toad of 
Inflated prices with a deflated cur- 
reney for thelr pay, any increase in 
rates Is too much, T come into con~ 
tact with Afly or more residents of 
all classes every day, and T know. 
More than 90. per. cont. of our 
residents are only just cking out 
existence, just managing to "get by. 
so that’ they are curtailing and 
serlmping far beyond the conception 
‘of any of our “pivol-boys.” While it 
fg true that there are. "many more 
Hems which affect our budget" most 
fof them, except rent and rates, can 
be curtailed; 4. Hf butter costs $6 per 
1b, Wwe ean use margarine oF do with. 
‘out altogether, but not so with rat 
‘There has been far too much tall 
about the need for the Council to 
have more revenue. Many of the 
people whom I contact, express, the 
View that the Couneil in these diMeult 
times should spend within their ye~ 
venue. Over 0 per cont. of our 
Fesidents today and for the past two 
Years, ure obliged to cut their sult 
ecording to the cloth available, and 
the Counell should do the same, ' Few 
fof us can add Atty per cent. to our 
Incomes in the manner the ‘Council 
proposes to do to theirs. When costs 
Therease beyond our income we have 
to cut down to bare necessities and 


























even go without necessities, as many 
fare doing now. ‘The Couneil should 
‘cut expenses down within their 
Income.

This comparison of local expense 
‘with sterling, is on @_par with your 
Fecent comparison of Shanghal's Fates 
with those of English cities, which

letter to you. Such comparisons are 
unforlunate for your argument, as 
since you refer to conditions of 20 
years ago, when Shanghai $1 equalled 
more than USS, the $42 millions 
would be in the neighbourhood of 
fen million Sterling. Comparisons in 
foreign currencies, or with rates in 
foreign cities, are’ quite inapplicable 
fo Shanghai.’ Even accepting your 
gure of 3,000,000 Settlement popula- 
ton (without French Concession) the 
character. conditions of livelihood and 
hear destitution of a large percentage 
of such population, comparative costs 
of Chinese clerical and manual 
labour, precludes any basis for com- 
Parison. If indeed the Council is 
Influenced by, comparisons with the 
‘expenditures “per caput per annum” 
and the rates in cities abroad, then 
the sooner they are brought to a 
realization of the vastly different 
conditions prevailing in’ Shanghai, 
the better ‘for the future of this: 
city. 

‘My daily contacts with Ally or 
more Chinese and foreigners enables 
‘me to state authoritatively that a 
argo proportion hardly manage to 
“keep their heads above water." The 
\Council’s reference to houses at $25, 
‘per month, is in error. One room in 
‘8 Chinese’ dwelling, without modern 
plumbing costs more. Single ‘rooms, 
the minimum accommodation, suitable 
{for foreigners rent for over $100 per 
month. Apartments are practically 
Junoblainable without  “key-money.” 
‘Congestion has spread to” business 
districts, where offices are used for 
residence. Shops, for many. years 
vacant on Nanking Road, are now 
eecupied by Japanese, Chinese and 
German refugees with {dle eopital. 
Rent increases are general, except a 
few landlords keeping faith with old 
tenants and thus establishing goodwill 
Jagainst the time when peace returns 
thousands of Chinese and foreigners 
to the interior and outports leaving 
Shanghai less crowded. 

‘All of these newly-cccupied res 
dential and business premises and 
Jgencrally inereased rentals, have both

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PEACE MANCEUVRES 


By Ssumusontax 


‘The President's decisioti to se 

Secretary of State, Mr. Sumner Welles (he 
returned to the United States on Thursday), 
fon a tour of Italy, Germany, France and Eng- 
and attracted more attention and stirred up 
more comment in the United States than 
any move in foreign affairs taken by the 
President since the war started. The oMecial 
statement announcing the visit dectared it 
was “solely for the purpose of advising the 
President and the Secretary of State as to 
present conditions in Europe. 

‘This explanation might have quictened 
speculation had it not been for two other 
circumstances. The first of these was th 
an hour afterwards the Secretary of State, 
Mr. Hull, released a prepared statement an- 
ouneing’ that he had already. started and 
proposed to continue conversations with 
other neutrals on the future restoration of 
world peace on a sound and ‘lasting basis. 
‘The conversations were “in the nature of 
preliminary inquiries relating to 2 sound i 
ternational economie system and at the same 
lime world-wide reduction of armaments. 
‘Matters involving present war conditions are 
not a part of these preliminary conversa~ 
tons.” 

‘The two sets of negotiations or conversa~ 
tions were, it was explained, entirely dis~ 
tinet, but if the Administration had reall 
desired to keep them separate in the mind 
‘of the general public, they would not have 
both been announced on the same day, with 
the inevitable result that they were linked 
together by the newspaper headlines. Each 
move considered separately’ might have pass 
ed with only minor attention. ‘The two, 
taken together, were regarded as of major 
importance. 




















‘The second reason why Mr. Welles’ visit 
to Europe attracted attention was that many 
people, particularly newspaper correspond 
ents, were prepared for some kind of a pea 
move, Rumours had been current for some 
‘weeks before the President's announcement 
that some “peace move" would be under-| 
taken by the President before the sprini 
offensive got under way. ‘The President had 
already made one peace gesture during the 
Christmas week-end and had appointed a 
personal representative to keep in touch 
‘with the Vatican. ‘The object of these moves 
‘was felt at the time to have been to avoid 
any necessity for making a concrete peace 
proposal and at the same time to provide a 
method for maintaining contact between the 
world’s two leading moral influences. 

When it was discovered that Mr. Welles 
was not only going to the belligerent coun- 
(ries to find out what ther views of the war 
and the future might be, but wax also visit~ 
ing Italy, the other great neutral, and was, 
moreover, sailing on the same boat as Mr. 
Myron ‘Taylor, the President's personal 
‘ambassador to the Vatican, it seemed natural 
to suppose that the object of the trip was 
more than fact-finding and that the Presid= 
ent really hoped that some basis for the 
ending of hostilities could be found, 

Only Mr, Roosevelt himself can say what 
his motives were in sending Mr. Welles to 
Europe and he is unlikely to do this until 
fat some distant future he sits down to write 
his war memoirs, or perhaps one should say 
his neutrality memoirs. Even then it is pos- 
sible that only the more respectable and 
Persuasive reasons will be made public. 
A whole conflicting series of motives were 
attributed to the President, some of which 
do him justice, others which do not. 

‘There are many people to start with who 
feel that the surface explanation Is the true 
fone, ‘The President, they assume, was not 
satisfied with the reports ‘as’ receiving 
from Europe. ‘The whole picture as it ap- 
peared to u trained and objective observer 
might be different in mary respects from 
the composite picture put together from 
several separate authorities. The President 
dic not say, but others were antick to say for 
hhim, that the Ambassador to Pacis, Mr, Wil= 
iam Bullitt, was felt to be far too pro- 
French. ‘The Ambassador to London, Mr. 
Joseph Kennedy, had been ill “and absent 
from his post for some time, while the Ameri- 
can Embassy in Berlin was in the hands of 
a Chargé d’Affaires, who was not able to see 
important officials with the same freedom as 
‘a regular ambassador. It was not a reflec 
tion on the ability of the various American 
Embassies any more than the despatch by 
an American editor of a special correspond~ 
ent to foreign countries in which permanent 
correspondents had been stationed for several 
Years ‘was any reflection upon them. ‘The 
President wanted a different kind of outlook 
brought to bear on the European scene, He 
wanted a coherent impression of the real 
thoughts of the belligerents, their views of 
the future, and how those views, if carried 
into effect, would influence the United States. 

‘There are many commentators who adopted 
‘ more cynical view and who felt that when 
they attribute the President's peace move to 
domestic polities they were not so much pro- 


















































pounding a theory as stating a fact. They con- 
sidered that, since foreign polities was going 
to be one of the main issues of the coming. 
campaign, and since there was a danger that 
the President might be criticized for being 
war-minded and likely to lead the country 
into war, it was held necessary by the party 
strategists to make some gesture which would 
prevent this eriticism from being damaging. 
Mr. Roosevelt could hardly be accused of 
waremindedness if the most prominent fea- 
tures of his foreign policy were his efforts 
to find a basis for world peace. 

It is quite Ukely that many of the people 
in touch with the President who urged him 
to make some peace move were thinking 
consciously or unconsciously of its political 
effects. If they owed their appointments 
and their positions to the existence of a New 
Deal Administration, they would “naturally 
like to sce such an Administration in exist~ 
fence for another four years and thus would 
be in favour of any plan which, to their 
minds, might make such a thing more prob- 
able. "The President himself might  legiti- 
mately have been influenced by political con- 
siderations of another kind. He might have 
felt that the time was rapidly approaching 
when the stalemate in Europe would be 
brought to an end. “Total war” might be 
launched as soon as spring weather made 
large seale military movements possible. 
Passion and bitterness might be aroused 

which would leave a deep-rooted and lasting 
impression in the minds of the belligerent 
population, making any just peace difficult, 
‘The war, moreover, might spread to neutral 
countries, hitherto immune and the economic 
structure’ of Europe be shattered from end 
to end. He might have felt, further, that 
even though the chances of preventing such 
‘a catastrophe were small, he might be eriti- 

















Some people thought that the President 
really hoped that there was chance of im- 
mediate peace. They felt that he was much 
impressed by the example of his namesake, 
Teddy Roosevelt, who brought an end to the 
Russo-Japanese War and was responsible for 
the Treaty of Portsmouth, New Hampshire, 


in August 1905. ‘To the objection of the 
Allies, “no premature peace.” the President, 
according to this school of thought, would 
answer, "no peace Is premature.” 

‘One of the President's advisers put the 
situation as follows, “Europe cannot be saved 
unless certain constructive forces are liber- 
fated. These cannot be liberated by a mere 
pause in the hostilities. On the other hand, 
they may be completely extinguished if the 
‘war is fought over a long period.” In other 
words, without denying the dificultics of 
creating m reasonable European peace 0 
Jong as the Nazi régime exists in Germany, 
hhe called attention to the possibly greater 
dimeulty of reconstructing a peaceful Europe 
after a long and costly w 

One of the most encouraging features of 
the American public's reaction to Mr. Welles’ 
trip ts that very few people raised the objec~ 
tidn ‘that it constituted unnecessary inter- 
vention in Europe's troubles. The isolation- 
Ists in the past fought shy of any co-opera- 
tion with other countries to maintain the 
peace of the world. This attitude was not 
entirely based on the fear that the United 
States might through the League of Nations 
sanctions or in some other way become | 
volved in the war. It was also based on a 
convietion that the United States was suf 
lent unto itself alone—economilcally, finan- 
cially ‘and spiritually. ‘The Secretary of 
State, by his constant preaching of the virtues 
of his trade agreement policy has done much 
to break down the spicit of economic isola 
Honism. 

‘The longer the war lasts, the less likely, 
so United States officials fear, will the bel- 
ligerent powers which Gnally ‘triumph be to 
pay attention to the requests and desires of 
the neutrals. A strong and united “neutr 
lity front,” however, might be able to ac- 
complish more than any neutral could single- 
handed. A former British Ambassador to 
Washington, Sir Esme Howard, was in the 
habit of deseribing neutral powers as_tertii 
gaudentes, or, as he translated it, rejoicing 
third parties. The idea that any power, even a 
neutral, can profit by war has now been dis- 
credited and the fact has been realized that 
war anywhere is of concern to peoples 
everywhere. But a neutral obviously does 
not suffer {rom a war as much as a belliger- 
ent. American officials are fully conscious 
of the fact that nations which have shed 
their blood and spent their treasure for a 
‘cause which they consider just may not be 
‘over pleased when neutrals who have re- 
‘mained on the sidelines march into the con- 
ference room to take their seats on terms of 
equality with those who have borne the heat 
and burden of the day. 

If a common neutral front is desirable to 
protect the interests and further the theories 
of neutral powers in a post-war settlement, 
then, by extending the same theory a little 
furtligg, it might be argued that a common 
neutfal front might be desirable to further 
the interests of the neutrals while the war 
is actually going on. ‘The neutrals might, 
for exemple, take a common attitude towards 
belligerent activities which adversely affect 
them. But since nothing really harms a 
‘neutral so much as the dislocation caused by 
the very existence of war time conditions, 






































would It not be possible for the neutrals in 
combination to force their own conception of 
peace upon the belligerent powers before 
the destructive forces of war have gone too 

If, after thorough discussion on their com~ 
mon aims, the neutrals were to say, “This is 
the kind of peace from which we think the 
world would benefit, so why not adopt it 
at once,” a new situation would be ereated. 
Each belligerent would have to make up 
his mind whether there was more to be 
gained by continuing the war than by ac- 
epting the neutral proposal. If combined 
with the neutrals’ offer, there was implied 
Uhreat of combined action, if the belligerents 
did not accept it, the reasons for acceptance 
would be so much the greater. ‘There seems, 
however, to be little possibility that public 
‘opinion in the United States will advance 
so far in the immediate future as to make 
possible any such pressure, 

The United States has already Inid down 
two bases upon which it considers a just 
peace should rest, namely, free economic in- 
tercourse and reduced expenditures on arma- 
ments. ‘The United States has also kept in 
the foreground of its foreign policy the prin- 
ciple that changes of territorial soveroignty 
should not be brought about by force. In 
‘accordance with this policy, it has continued 
to recognize the existence of Poland and 
Crechoslovakia, although the territory of 
those two nations is at the moment occupied 
by the military forces of a foreign power. 

There is nothing in the extremely sketchy 
‘outline which United States spokesmen have 
drawn of the kind of world they would like 
to sce established in the future to which 
cither Franee or England would object. Could 
the same statement be made by Hitler's 
Germany ?

As the time of year approaches 
“when the kings go out to war,” and 
the Weather becomes more favour- 
able” for exhibitions of German 
action, new plans for evacuation of 
‘children are launched. Some 9,000, 
000 leaflets are being distributed to 
parents in London and 29 of its outer 
suburbs, from Acton to Enfield, trom 
Tottenham to Morden, in which the 
scheme is explained and parents are 
Ddeiged (0 register their offspring as 
potential “vackies.” Similar leaflets 
are being distributed to houscholders 
im safety areas, asking them to say 
how many children they are ready 
to accept. 

In two respects this scheme differs 
from last September's. Children of 
five and under will stay with thelr 
parents; and there will be no 
evacuation at all unless alr raids 
make it imperative, which will be for 
the Government "to decide. Now 
that the schools have started again 
to cope with the hundreds of tho 
sands’ of children who had returned 
from the country and were running 
_ wild about the streets, this is a wise 

decision. ‘The great complaint of the 

last evacuation was that no provision 
had ‘been made to carry on. the 
children’s schooling, Yet the authori~ 
ties were not altogether to be 
blamed, 

Ton a country village equipped 
in normal times for the schooling of 

50 children, 250 are suddenly dumped 
from London, how is it physically 
eapable of finding them education ? 
‘The real solution, of course, is to put 
them into camps, of which a good 
many are now available. ‘This would 
algo avoid the diMeulty of parking 
them in private houses—an “unwel- 
come contrivance, it must be con- 
fessed, on both sides. 

‘We ‘are also admonished to have 
‘our gas masks overhauled. For a few 
‘days. yet—so careless am 1, 1 have 
forgotten how many—we can get 











this done for nothing. After that 
time we shall have to pay for any 
repairs ourselves. Well then the 


question is, do gas masks go wrong, 
just lying ‘in their cases?’ For one 
‘may be certain that not one In 100,000 
haw been taken out of its case since 
the initial trying on. And not. one 
person in $0 may be seen nowadays 
vearrying a gas mask, though It Is 
‘supposed to be compuisory to do so, 


Exigences of War 


How will the meat rationing, whieh 
bowins today, work out, we wonder. 
‘Our household of four, not bel 
reat meat eaters, have ‘ordinarily a 
weokly butcher's ‘bill of 20s. to 25s. 
4 Atth member of the establishment, 
like the Micawber twins, is still 
imbibing nourishment from’ *"matern- 
al founts,” but we get a half-ration 
for her, which gives us a total week- 
ly allowance of 8s, 10d, and bone 
Included in what we spend it on.
